Frr COLLARS TO MOUSE'S SHOUI/DJSR.-*.— It 


is very important to have a collar lit nicely 
and snugly to tbe shonldors of the borae. it 
enables him to work with a great deal more 
case, and to apply a great doul mare strongt h. 
It prove n ta galling and wounding, aa the 
friction is avoided. Collars arc so made, or 
should bo so made, ns to throw the ohiot 
force ou tbe lower part of tho shoulder. 
CTho 


horse can apply but little strength on the 
upper part, and for this reason breast col- 
lars aro coming greatly iuto vogue, as the 
strength is exerted on tho lower part of tho 
shoulder. 
To make a now collar lit the 


shoulder of tlio borso, the collar should be 
purchased of the proper size ; just before 
putting it on the first time immerse it in 
water, letting it remain about a minute, ftnd 
immediately put it on the horse, being care- 
ful to have the hatnea so adjusted at tho top 
and the bottom as to fit the shoulder, and 
then put tbe borso to work. The collar by 
beiug wet will adapt itself to tho shoulder, 
and should dry on tlie horse. When taken 
off it should be left in tbo same shape it oc- 
cupied on the hovsQ, and ever aiter you will 
have a snug'-lUting collar and no wounds. — 
Valley farmer. 


G'on> TODCEH. — Peisous who condemn 


corn fodder aa '•innutritioua," nre invited by 
Paschal Mori is to eonsitlev the ways of a 
prominent dairyman, "whose butter is ex- 
celled by no ottier iu the Philadelphia mar- 
ket," aud who "pretty much sustained fifty 
eight cows on sowed corn from tbo middle 
ot last July to tbe middle of October, and 
that, too, ironi the produce of three acres." 
Me estimates that ho took ninety tons of 
thw "innutritions" bubstnace from'tbe space 
indicated, und he knows that his cows did 
not fall otf in their milk duriugthesemonths 
of drought, but that some increased in tbo 
flow, and that tho butter was fully up to tho 
standard. There ia nothing better lor win- 
tering cattle or young horses, and cspeoial- 
mileh cows, than good, bright corn fodder, 
and whore forage, 
i-t scarce, it is i>t grout 


value to the fanner. 


— As u rulo tbe buyer knows more about 


tlio ijimlity aud value ot turai products tbuu 
those by whoso labor they are produced. 
This i>t one of the greatest mistakes of our 
tanners. Tbe buyer uses tests which tbe 
fanner does not. 
Wbeu the wool-buyer 


comes around he uses a glass by which at a 
glance he sees the structure of the article 
iu hand, and knows more about it iu a 
moment than the man who has toiled a year 
iu its. production. So it is with steeds. Pork 
ia examined in the same way, to test its 
freedom from disease. Thus' the buyers 
know more nbnut Ihrsetbiogsthan those wbo 
raise them. Tbe best bargain is sure to bo 
made by the mail who knows tho most. 
When the farmer knows nothing about the 
quality of what he sells bo is helpless in tbo 
bunds of the buyer. Knowledge is power 
when n trade is beins made. It may safely 
be set down aa a rule that a man wbo, by 
natural or artil'uial means, knows a hundred 
times more than bis neighbor, or can seo u 
hundred timea 03 much, will know just »» 
much more about tbe markets. 


SAVE Yoru MAXtrns. — A correspondent of 
tbo Cincinnati Times and C'/troniele writes: 
'•I am nu old man. Was born iu n laud 
where schools wore few and far between, so 
I was not brought up at the feet of Gama- 
liel, neither have I rend Greeley's books on 
Agriculture. What I have learned J hove 
studied from the field of Nature. lrwmg 
men, 1 write to yon. Take it for what it is 
worth. First, all lauds produce their own 
manures if farmed right. The best of land 
may be made worthless by bad larmmg, 
and any laud can be impVoveu every year. 
The soil is made of decayed matter) and 
this n not necessary to rene,w. Some men 
object to stablo manure because it liringa 
weeds. I don't care if they are up to yaur 
horse's back ; turn them under with a heavy 
plow, and a good crop of grain may be 
looked for, as the land will bo improved. 
You may turn under some deouyed matter. 
TUITI it deep — tho deeper tlio better. The 
drought will not hurt your crops, for the 
ground will hold moisture. My father made 
us wait :* month for dry weather in the 
spring to burn off tbo ground for tbo plow, 
but tin- fnot was tbe ground was burned. 
Never bum anything you can plow under. 
Bad use is made of a tire ou a farm. Don't 
bum ti grub, (odder, straw, weeds nor any 
vegetable uiattur. 
Haul it all to .some 


place on your farm. Let it rot there, aud 
in a tow years it will be as good land aa you 
have got. My farm has l>cen farmed for 
forty or llfty years, mid is ns good to-day as 
when first fettled, if I was to livo ft thou- 
sand years rny farm would improve, and I 
never need to buy ono pound of manure." 


How ro BUILD A CIMAP FARM GATE. — A 


correspondent of the OAio farmer says : 
" Tbe old practice of building farm gates 
with heavy four- by-four scantling fortoosts 
aud end pieces, and oak boards riveted to- 
gether, tenanted, &c., causing an expense of 
from §3 to $5 u gate, and an everlasting 
trouble to keep the gate, when hung, from 
sagging, I loug giuco abandoned. As a sub- 
stitute^ and aa forming a gate that has never 
sagged for tcu years, I lake live pieces of 
inch bonrds ench ton feet long, ono eight 
inches wide for the bottom strip, and eaoh 
of the others four inches wide. 
I then take 


one piece four iuobus wide for one end up- 
right, and oue piece eight inches wide for 
tho cud pieco where tbo binges ought to be1 
Thcso strips are 
four 
loot long, that 


being bigh 
enough 
for 
aity gate for 


ordinary purposes. Jiow lay down your 
end pieces, then place tho eight-inch wide 
and ten foot long strip for the bo-ttoifl, nail 
it at each end to the upright with wrought 
naila ; now take three of the four-inch- wide 
strips alid lay them on parallel with tbo 
bottom one, dividing the spaces BO as to 
leave four inches between tho lower two 
boards, and six niches spa 00 between tho 
upper onort ; nail as before. Now turn the 
gate over, and take tbe remaining strip, lay 
it at an angle from tbo bottom, at the bingo 
end, to tbe top of tho latch end ; cut it so 
that it will tit in and lay close to tbe long 
strips; nail it. Now luiug tho gate with 
wtroug hingps and you have a gate that is 
light and will not sag, and just us perfect a 
pioteetion ni'ainst cattle as one made by the 
Joiner, niul costing, as named above, from 
$3 to $3. Any person can put together aud 
hang tue above named gate in two hours." 


Kelinble advices from 'the interior of Min- 


nesota, along the railway liacs, show that 
the quantity of wheat in tbo farmers' bands 
is now greater than it baa ever been before 
at this season. The warehouses and eleva- 
tors on all tuo railroads are full of wheat 
awaiting transportation. Iii many instan- 
ces, farmers bave been obliged to haul their 
wheat buck from the stations, as the buyers 
bad no storage for it. Reports also nay tbat 
largo quantities remain uutbreshcd. It is 
estimated that there is from 10,000,000 to 
12,000.000 bushels surplus iu Minnesota yet 
tt> go forward. 


Xow Orleans mei'chautscouiplaua that the 


grain trade of that city is seriously aifected 
by the refusal of banks to accept warehouse 
receipts in collaterals for bank loans. This 
conduct of Iho Louisiana State banks is duo 
iu tho first placo to prohibitions iu their 
charter making loans on produce, but the 
national banks aro not fettered by these re- 
strictions. But .is tbeio is no liiwv or means 
of protecting holders of warehouse receipts 
aguuiat fraud aud tlio removal of tbo goods 
pledged, it would appear jhat tbe banks ex- 
orciso only accuracy and proper precautions 
in refusing to uPcept them. It is proposed 
to torm a joiut stock company to leaso all 
tho warehouses, and guarantee the honest 
transfer of all goods stored. It is obvious 
that some plan of this kind n ueoottaary if 
Now Orleans is evor destined to become a 
grain port. 


, lutl'° debute iu (he Dominion Board of 
irade on reeiprocits-. Mr. Wilkps said: 
I hero wa* one fact which soomed to have 


escaptMl tlu- notice ot his American friends. 
He noticed tlmt Die aggregate trade between 
tlio Linteu Stilton uuil tins country during 
the existence ot tlio treaty was $-100,000000. 
The proportion iu exports and imports in 
that amount was tlurty-aii per cent, in favor 
ot Canada ; that was, we exported to the 
United thirty-six per cent, more than wo 
imported from it. Since tbe abrogation of 
the treaty, instead of thirty-six per cent. 
the proportion of exportation* to the United 


States from Canada had exceeded our im- 
ports from that country by about sixty-five 
per cent. Tbey were obuged to take our 
products, no matter what export duty wo 
may put ou, as we bad no competitors." 


FAHM LABOH IN ENGLAND. — Tbe position 


of tho English agricultural laborer is one 
that enn hardly he appreciated by those who 
talk so energetically of the snfterings of the 
laboring classes iu this country. No doubt 
improvement is possible and will eouio in 
the case of tbo American laborer, although 
now by thrift he can almost always lift him- 
self up if he will ; but taken as it is, the 
state of tbe English laborer is beyond com- 
parison with the most unfortunate of real 
doers of work in this country. A ease was 
before the magistrates of -Exeter, England, 
recently, which will servo aa some illustra- 
tion. A man named Baker wasj brought 
before tho corporation of the poor for neg- 
lecting bis family. It appears that Baker 
worked on a farm and was paid twelve shil- 
lings 
a 
week 
aud 
"liquor," 
bavmg 


out 
of 
his 
score 
to 
pay 
for 
bia 


board, . lodging and clothes. 
His family 


consists 
of a 
wife 
aud six children, 


aud they are now, as the accusation says, 
" left chargeable to the parish.'' Baker, on 
his trial, said that every week his employer 
reserved five shillings of tbe pay and sont it 
to tbe town authorities, and ho added one 
or two more shillings; that consequently 
they were not neglected, and that be was 
trying to find a house where they could all 
live. The authorities, however, declared 
tbat it cost them twenty shillings a week to 
support this family, and that tbey would do 
it no longer; and besides this tbey held tho 
husbaiul uncountable for it, ordering him to 
pay up all tho arrears between the amount 
lie contributed and tuat which the towns 
bad pnid, aud to take caro of them alone 
hereafter. 
Singularly enough they neglected 


to tell how be could support seven persons 
upon twelve shillings when it bad cost tho 
town twenty shillings to support six of them, 
audit is the eflort to solve this very prob- 
lem tbat makes the farm laborer's life so 
miserable and himself so restless and dis- 
heartened.

Tho part of tbe in- 
veutiou relating to the young when hatched, 
whlfch tbe inventor calls "tho mother," is 
constructed as above described, save tbat 
the vessel 'for the boated liquid is placed at 
tbo top of the box, so as to leave a sufficient 
space to admit tho young to warmth. Tbe 
liquid ia admitted to and drawn from the 
apparatus by pines aud cocks suitably ar- 
ranged for sucti purpose.

(Oregon) Jfullelln,

description of the lava bed in which tbo 
Modoc Indians are now intrenched : 


"The stronghold of the Modoc Indians is a 


'pcdrogal' of the most extensive and elabo- 
rate description — an irregular vo lea-vie sur- 
face of basalt, trachyte, etc., more or less 
broken into by upheavals from beloiy, and 
cracked and liaourod iu the process of cool- 
in g. It occupies, with but "few intervals, 
nearly 100 square miles. If you can, im- 
agine it smooth, solid sheet of granite, 
ten 
miles 
square aud 500 feet thick, 


covering resistless mines of 
gunpowder 
scattered at irregular intervals under it; 
that these ruinea are exploded simultaneous- 
ly, rending the whole Held iuto rectangular 
masses, from tbo size of a match-box to that 
of u church, heaping these masses high in 
somo places, and leaving deep chasms in 
others. Following the explosion, tho whole 
thing is placed in one of Vulcan's crucibles, 
and heated up to a point when the whole 
begins to fuse and run together and then 
sultered to cool. 
The roughness of the 


upper surface remains as the explosion left 
it, while all below is honey-combed by cracks 
aud crevices caused by the cooling of the 
melted rock. An Indian can, from the top 
ot one of these stone pyramids, shoot a man 
without exposing oven so much as, an inch 
square of himself. He can, without undue 
haste, load and shoot a common muiile- 
loadine rifle ten tunes before B man can 
scramble over the rooks and ohssms between 
the slain and the Slayer.

Mary Goerdorfer, engaged Gerry L.. Tay- 
Inr, a lawyer of Trenton, N. J., who has 
been at practice in tbat profession for many 
years back in that city, to collect a pension 
claim amounting to $300. The most implic- 
it reliance was placed ou the honesty of 
Taylor by the poor woman, and she was 
fully confident that justice would be done 
her In the prosecution ot tho claim.

Tbe Temperance Irectmre of 


JL«o Miller. 


, The lecture of Mr. Leo Miller oa temper 
ancr> laat evening at the Baptist church -was 
quite largely attended, almost every sea 
being occupied, Tbe subject waa handle* 
rather differently from moat temperance 
orators, the arguments being chiefly devotee 
to women suflerago. Tho speaker opouet 
by a few statifttieal facts iu relation to the 
enormous cost of intoxicating liquor to the 
country which ho estimated at ono-fourtl 
the valuo oi all the railroads in the Unite* 
States and us being equivalent to pay of 
the entire national debt in four yearn. Esti 
mating the grog shops iu Titnaville to bo 
one hundred anil twenty in immbor he 
calculated that tho wives and families in 
eluding thc> clerks and bar-tenders, wouli 
amount 
to 
nearly 1,000 persons 
do

and were therefore parasites in society 
Somebody ol.so must toil to sustain them 
and yet some people were foolish enough to 
argue that tho Local Option law would iu 
jure city property. The truilic had power 
ful newspaper organs aiid political infill 
enco, and the power of this interest was 
yearly increasing. Ho dwelt upon tho evi; 
otteets of tlm poisonous compounds sold at 
the present day for piiro liquors, the evi 
effects of which descend from generation to 
gcueratiou, aud tho increuao of insanity 
from the use of intoxicating liquors over al 
other known causes from year to year. Two

In that 
period thero have been upwards of 200 or- 
ganizations which are now almost a dead 
letter, with a few exceptions. In every 
contest the liquor men have boon the vic- 
tors.

Woman should always stand by tho 
side of man In every moral battle, and in 
this temperance cau.su we cannot succeed 
unless wo allow women to take tbe lead.

succeod. This is a moral work not a mater- 
ial enterprise.

Slen do iiot comprehend how to apply 
moral forces, women do. All moral reforms 
spring by love, which comes from the heart, 
and if woman has any sphere it is that which 
springs from the heart ov tho moral affec- 
tion:;.

Another 
horse diaoaso 13 said to havo 


broken out in Brooklyn and New York. 
This time it is tlio acratoues. and numbers of 
horses, both public and private are down 
with it. The animal first shows sjmptom.s 
of drynosg ivbout the fetlocks, svftev whioli 
the akin cracks and a yellow matter exudes, 
tho legs often bocomo* swoolcn up to tho 
nips, and sometimes tho hoofn drop off. Tlie 
cause of this diseiiee ia attributed to salting 
the street railroad tracks, 
Peoplo who 


step into this slush while crossing the street 
havo their feet 
chilled, and sometimes 


frozen. Physicians oluiia that people often 
atop into this mixture at the risk of life, and 
if that be tho case, the effect upon horses 
traveling through it all day, must be more 
or lees injurious. There la a bill now pend- 
ing before the Xew York Legislature, pro- 
hibiting suiting the streets in Brooklyn. As 
this ia a local disease, aud the cause ia sup- 
posed to have been discovered, there is not 
much probability ofjts becoming epidemic. 
The treatment iu bad cases consists in the ap" 
plication of au ointment composed of equal 
purtii of sweet oil, a weot spirits of nitre and 
baUwm of capaiba. It' the animal is fovoi>- 
iith, saltpetre is given to cool the blood. 
Some yeara ago dipt her) t» in .New York was 
claimed to havo caused by sprinkling the 
streets with salt, and the large number of 
sudden and fntal cases, where tho persons 
atatckcd were known to have crossed salt. 
ed streets, ulmost coouruied tho opinoiu. 
This disease may, however, be caused by 
any sudden exposure of the fact to cold. A 
person accustomed to wearing over-shoes 
nnd walking through the suow without 
them, U liable to be attacked, and any pro- 
longed exposure of the pedal extremities to 
uuusual cold, may produce the same effect.

Opinion of the Court, Z/owrie, P. J. 


This is n petition of seven persoug to be 


incorporated us a gns company inTituavUle, 
uud tho condition und articles of the consti- 
tution proposed by them lire that their place 
of buainttsa shall be TitusviUc, the stock 
•hall be f 100,000 in ekares of $50, and the 
company shall be subject to tho act of 1857, 
relating to gaa and water companies. Tbo 
application IB much undor the act of 97tb 
February, 1872, P. L., p. 20, which, with tho 
utmost brevity of words and latitude of 
meaning, gives the couit power to grant 
charters of incorporation to gas companies, 
which when BO incorporated shall be subject 
to the act of 1357 already referred to. 


But that act always contemplates an asso- 
ciation of men already formed, who havo 
subscribed for a special amount of stock, by 
contract of each ouo for so many shares, 
and that some part thereof Ulaid down. Iu 
the nature of things there must be an asso- 
ciation before there can be an incorpora- 
tion, and in this class of eases there must b* 
stockholders, by each taking a 
given 
amount of stock, before the court can Incor- 
porate them. Iu this caso no stock is sub- 
scribed for, and tberetore there are no per- 
sona whom we can incorporate aa members 
of a corporation. Such a charter would be 
mer* waste paper, and our record would 
give no information relative to the persons 
who would constitute themselves a corpora- 
tion under it, if.it should bo granted.

The act of 187Ji seems to 
give tho court all tho power now exercised 
by the Legislature and the Governor in 
such oases. If this he so the court ought to 
Judge of tho expediency of grunting tuch a 
charter, so as at least to sop that several 
corporations shall not come into undue col 
lision 011 the srttno territory. And it ought 
to regard tho spirit of the act of 1857, by 
seeing that every person desiring to become 
a stockholders siiall have an opportunity to 
subscribe for stock, nnd that tho proper 
amount baa been fairly subscribed and a 
proper proportion paid. 


On this petition wo can hardly say more 


than this. But wo may suggest that, if a 
petition be presented asking tho court to 
appoint conunissiouora to receive subscrip- 
tions of stock lor this company every proper 
question can bo considered. 


This petition is rejected.
